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HE Committee of the Militia of the City of Londos, and parts adjxcent, within the 
- Lines of Communication, and Pariſhes within the weekly Bils of Mortality, having 
raken knowledge that many perſons within the Limits aforeſaid (out of a pious zeale 
and good aff<fion tothe Publique Cauſe) have of late freely and voluntarily ſubſcri- 
bed divers ſummes of money, towards the maintaining of Forces to bee {ent forth 
by the ſaid Commirree, in purſuite of the lare ſucceſſe Almighty God hath given us 
againſt our-Enemies ) have thought fit for the better promoting of ſo good a work, 
to dire the further recommendation thereof to the Miniſter, and Clyrch-wardens 
of the ſeverall Pariſhes within the Limits aforeſaid, effeRually ro move and incite 
all perſons intereſſed in this Cauſe, cheerefully and freely to iubſcribe in ſome good meaſure, towards the 
maintenance of the ſaid Forces, which in purſuite of che Enemy, wnay (by Gods bleſling ) put a happy 
end unto this unnaturall Warre, —_ within this Kingdome. | 
And the ſaid Committee doe earneſtly defire and require you reſpeRively forthwith to examine diligently 
what Subſcriptions of money have already beene made by any perſonor perſons within your ſaid Pariſh, 
for the purpole aforeſaid ; and effectually to move all others (that have not as yer done any thing in. this 
behalfe) freely ro ſubſcribe in ſome confiderable manner rowards this moſt neceflary Service; and to let 
{ſuch well-aff:&ted perſons know, as ſhall forchwich advance and pay unto the Treaſurers for Money 
and Plate at the Gui/d-Hall any ſummes of money for the purpole aforeſaid; that for their encourage- 
- ment they ſhall have the ſecurity expreſſed in an Ordinance of Parliament, made the third of CAprill 
laſt; by which it is ordained that all ſuch moneys 10 1dvanced and lent as aforeſaid , and paid to the 
ſaid Treaſurers; ſhall bee imployed onely to maintaine che ſaid forces, and not otherwiſe; and ſhall 
bee repaid with intereſt after the rate of eight pounds per. centwe, out of the Receipts of the Exciſe 
and New-1mpeſt, granted by a late Ordinance of Parliament; Thar is to ſay , the firſt halfe yeeres In- 
tereſt at ſix moneths after the Loane of the ſaid moneys, and the Jaſt halfe yeeres Intereſt , together with 
the principall, at the end of the next ſx moneths folloying. And allo to ler ſuch Pariſhes know , as 
{hall defire rather ro lend their Money for this Cauſe; to bee repaid upon the Publicke Faith; and to 
chuſe ColleQors-and Treaſurers among themſelves to receive and ifſue our the ſame to any of the ſaid 
Forces , according to the direction of-rhe ſaid Committee of the cA431/tia, that the ſaid Committee upon 
knowledge thereof, will forthwith indeavonr to procure an Ordinance of Parliament for the ſme pur- 
ole. 

And the ſaid Commirtee do further deſire you to certifie them in writing under your hands, upon Wedneſday 
next, the names and firnames of all ſuch within your Pariſh, as have ſubſcribed torhis moft neceſlary work, 
rogether with the ſummes of Money, underwritten by them, As alſo the names and firnames of all ſuch 

bility within the aid Pariſh, that ſhall reivſero ſubſcribe for the uſe and purpoſe aforeſaid. 
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
